Silver  Seniors 

Mattapoisett  COA  Celebrates  25  Years

Seniors  in  Mattapoisett  celebrated  the  silver 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  town's  Council  on 
Aging  (COA)  this  past  Tuesday  during  a  special  luncheon 
at  the  Mattapoisett  Senior  Center  on  Route  6.  Current 
COA  Chairman  Josephine  Pannell  welcomed  everyone 
and  noted  that  two  special  "Honor  Rolls"  listing  the  71 
members  of  the  COA  since  its  inception  in  1972  have  been 
prepared  for  the  occasion  —  one  of  which  is  on  display  in 
the  Senior  Center,  the  other  to  be  displayed  at  Town  Hall. 

"Our  special  guests  are  those  that  have  served  as 
members  of  the  Council  on  Aging  over  the  last  25  years," 
Ms.  Pannell  said.  "This  luncheon  is  in  your  honor  ...  and 
affords  us  the  opportunity  to  recognize  the  service,  care 
and  concern  you've  shown  for  the  seniors  of  Mattapoisett 
by  sharing  your  time  and  your  talents." 

A  town-supported  organization  which  works  to 
serve  the  needs  of  Mattapoisett  residents  aged  60  years  or 
older,  the  Council  on  Aging  had  its  beginnings  in  helping 
to  coordinate  local  programs  for  the  aging  with  state 
programs.  The  first  incarnation  of  the  COA  boasted  only 
eleven  council  members  who  met  on  the  second  floor  of 
Town  Hall. 

One  of  the  first  eleven  original  COA  members 
was  Kay  Abrams,  who  was  present  for  the  silver 
anniversary  festivities  this  week.  "We  started  by  getting  a 
list  of  all  the  seniors  in  town  and  I  typed  all  their  names 
on  index  cards,"  Ms.  Abrams  said.  "Some  said  what  that 
they  would  like  and  we  organized  from  there." 

Indeed,  the  COA  has  blossomed  since  its  early 
days.  To  date,  there  is  an  estimated  1,400  seniors  in 
Mattapoisett  —  nearly  double  the  810  seniors  estimated  in 
1972. 

"The  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  (EOEA) 
wants  us  to  recognize  the  volunteers  and  I  thought  this 
was  one  way  of  recognizing  their  efforts,"  said  Ms. 
Pannell.  "Not  only  to  thank  the  COA,  but  also  the  Friends 
of  the  Elderly  and  FISH,  both  of  which  provide  great 
support  to  the  town."

Superintendent  to  Retire 

Joan  Walsh  Begins  Final  Year  at  ORR

After  an  impressive  42  years  working  in 
education  —  20  of  which  have  been  spent  right  here  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Old  Rochester  Regional  School 
District  —  Joan  Walsh  announced  recently  her  plans  to 
retire  at  the  end  of  the  current  1997-1998  school  year, 
effective  June  30,  1998.  Having  made  a  "serious 
commitment"  to  the  school  district  and  the  parents  and 
students  of  Mattapoisett,  Marion  and  Rochester  over  the 
years,  Ms.  Walsh  said  it  was  time  to  step  down  and  allow 
someone  else  to  take  over  the  reins  for  a  change. 

"I  had  made  a  plan  in  1992  that  1998  would  be  my 
last  year,"  Ms.  Walsh  said.  "It's  been  20  years.  I'll  be  63  in 
May.  When  you  retire,  you  just  don't  retire  —  you  make  a 
plan." 

After  two  solid  decades  of  service,  Ms.  Walsh  will 
be  leaving  ORR  and  the  local  school  systems  without  any 
regrets.  She  is  proud  of  the  many  accomplishments  that 
have  been  made  over  the  years  including  advancements 
in  Special  Education,  the  Project  GROW  program,  the 
Early  Childhood  Development  Program,  the  Tech  Prep 
Program,  and  the  School-to-Work  Program. 

"Certainly  I  will  miss  my  work,"  she  said.  "But 
this  was  a  very  sound  place  educationally  when  I  got 
here,  and  we've  built  on  that  over  the  years." 

Ms.  Walsh  admitted  it  has  not  always  been  easy 
dealing  with  such  a  large  regional  school  system  which 
encompasses  three  elementary  programs,  a  junior  high 
school,  and  a  senior  high  school.  Not  to  mention  meeting 
with  four  School  Committees  each  month  and  having  to 
prepare  budgets  which  meet  the  approval  of  all  three 
towns  and  their  respective  Finance  Committees.

four  units  and  four  budgets  to  consistently  turn  out,  year 
after  year,  the  kind  of  graduates  we  do,"  Ms.  Walsh  said. 
"A  budget  is  a  budget ...  and  there  are  three  Finance 
Committees  and  three  Town  Meetings  to  go  through,  so 
there  are  a  number  of  people  who  have  to  be  in 
agreement." 

Having  moved  to  Mattapoisett  on  July  28, 1978  to 
begin  her  tenure  at  ORR,  Ms.  Walsh  praised  the  local 
communities  for  their  commitment  to  education.  "These 
towns  are  wonderful  places  to  raise  children,"  she  said. 
"We're  fortunate  that  people  in  this  community 
understand  that  education  is  an  important  part  to  the 
area's  quality  of  life.  The  parents  and  town  officials  have 
all  been  very  supportive." 

As  the  longest  serving  woman  superintendent  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  it  is  clear  that 
Superintendent  Walsh's  impact  on  the  area  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten.  Under  her  leadership,  the  district  and  the  tri- 
town  communities  formulated  a  comprehensive 
"Philosophy  of  Education"  which  the  Superintendent  has 
applied  consistently  in  her  decision-making. 

"(Ms.  Walsh)  has  always  put  the  children  and  the 
school  system  first,"  said  Susan  Grosart,  Chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Superintendency  Union  No.  55.

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closely  at  the  area  around  Route  195,  but  because  of  close  residential 
proximity,  it  turned  out  to  be  not  a  good  idea. 

AT&T  is  prepared  to  offer  the  services  of  a  by-law  writer 
who  can  come  up  with  either  a  by-law  or  an  article  which  will  be 
placed  on  the  Special  Town  Meeting  warrant.  This  person  will  be 
provided  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  The  plan  is  pending  until  more 
research  can  be  completed.

nicely." 

Mr.  Zora  also  noted  that  they  have  begun  resurfacing  and 
repaying  sections  of  Pleasant  and  Spring  Streets  with  a  new 
"microseal"  material  that  was  purchased  with  Chapter  90  funding. 
"This  (material)  seems  to  have  a  very  good  integrity  on  wider 
surfaces,"  Mr.  Zora  said.  "And  we  expect  to  get  10  to  15  years  of 
wear.

storms.  "I've  talked  with  (Ms.  Tracy)  and  I've  observed  a  30-inch  by 
12-inch  puddle  in  front  of  her  home,"  Mr.  Zora  said.  "There  is  a 
problem  in  that  area,  but  the  (drainage)  is  a  very  thin  layer  (of 
water).  I've  met  with  (the  developer)  and  he  is  willing  to  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  bring  the  road  up  to  (town)  specifications." 

Ms.  Tracy  also  had  some  concern  over  the  catch  basins  and 
retention  ponds  in  her  neighborhood.  "I  can't  help  but  wonder 
about  the  children  who  may  be  visiting  a  playmate  or  children  from 
another  area  coming  to  this  neighborhood  and  encountering  this 
danger,"  she  wrote. 

Mr.  Zora  said  he  agreed  with  Ms.  Tracy  on  this  point  —  in 
fact,  it  is  also  a  concern  of  his. 

"I  think  we  should  ask  the  Planning  Board  to  not  accept 
any  more  streets  with  this  design,"  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "Maybe  we 
should  consult  (Town  Counsel)  about  our  liability  on  those  roads." 

Lastly,  Chairman  Schaefer  wanted  to  know  about  a  sewer 
extension  project  along  Point  Road.  "The  original  plan  we  approved 
was  to  extend  the  sewer  line  to  Coolidge  Estate,"  she  said.  "I've 
noticed  (the  line)  has  gone  past  Coolidge  Estate."  Mr.  Zora  said  he 
would  review  the  original  plans  which  were  approved  for  the 
project  to  see  why  the  line  has  been  extended  to  that  point. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board 
received  a  letter  of  resignation  from  Anne  Croke  Shoemaker  who  is 
stepping  down  from  her  position  with  the  Planning  Board.  Ms. 
Shoemaker  noted  that  her  continuation  on  the  Planning  Board  while 
she  is  Chairman  of  the  Circulation  Subcommittee  "will  divert 
energy  away  from  the  more  important  issues  the  town  faces  and 
that  the  Planning  Board  must  address."

However,  Chairman  Schaefer  noted  that  the  board  appointed  Mr. 
Pickles  and  Albert  W.  Richards  each  for  a  one-year  term  through 
May  31, 1998. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  a  representative  of  NYNEX 
and  residents  from  Cross  Neck  Road  to  discuss  plans  to  relocate  a 
series  of  15  utility  poles  to  provide  service  to  an  estimated  six  new 
lots  in  the  area.  Residents  were  concerned  about  having  to  cut  down 
and/or  trim  many  of  the  scenic  trees  along  the  road  to  accommodate 
the  new  poles. 

"We're  concerned  about  keeping  (the  road)  a  country 
way,"  said  resident  Jeffrey  Osborn.  "Cutting  the  trees  would  alter 
the  look  of  the  road  ...  and  I'm  opposed  to  it.  Isn't  there  a  way  you 
could  run  the  (utility  lines)  underground?" 

The  NYNEX  representative  noted  that  they  are  required  by 
state  law  to  provide  service  to  whoever  requests  it  and  "at  the 
cheapest  rate  possible."  While  NYNEX  is  not  opposed  to  running 
underground  lines,  they  share  the  utility  poles  with  the  electric 
company,  and  it  would  be  very  costly  for  them  to  run  electrical 
service  lines  underground.  "You're  looking  at  an  additional  $20,000 
or  $30,000  which  we  can't  force  the  (developer)  to  spend,"  he  said. 

After  discussing  several  options  with  residents,  an 
alternative  plan  was  presented  which  would  be  submitted  to  the 
NYNEX  engineers  for  their  approval.  The  board  unanimously  voted 
to  approve  this  new  plan  as  amended. 

At  8:00  pm  the  board  met  with  members  of  the  Growth 
Management  Committee  regarding  the  submitting  of  the  town's 
Open  Space  Plan  to  the  state  for  final  approval.  "We're  about  99 
percent  completed  ...  and  we  just  need  to  update  all  the  data,"  said 
Lee  Hayes.  "I  would  love  to  be  able  to  have  this  in  our  pocket  before 
the  next  budget  meetings  —  maybe  we  can  shoot  for  January  1?" 

The  board  agreed  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  have  the 
Open  Space  Plan  in  place  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  make  the 
town  eligible  for  future  funding  options.  Chairman  Schaefer  agreed 
to  send  a  memo  to  the  various  elected  boards  requesting  their  final 
input  on  the  document  before  it  is  submitted  to  the  state. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board, 
they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  8:35  pm.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  September  15  at  7:00  pm 
by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.

accounts  in  April,  1997  as  part  of  a  Title  V  grant  for  the 
Board  of  Health.  Receipt  of  these  funds  was  never 
reported  to  Mr.  Coutinho  or  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  "This 
$18,000  popped  into  (our)  account  and  the  variance 
dropped  by  that  amount  for  April,"  Mr.  Nunes  said. 

With  such  variances  and  ongoing  problems  with 
reconciling  the  monthly  statements,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  concerned  about  being  prepared  for  the 
upcoming  Special  Town  Meeting.  "Will  this  affect  Town 
Meeting?"  Chairman  St.  Jean  asked. 

"Everything  affects  Town  Meeting,"  Mr.  Coutinho 
said.  "We're  at  the  point  now  where  whatever 
discrepancies  we  find  we  can  work  out ...  I'm  confident 
we'll  be  able  to  go  ahead  with  Town  Meeting.  We're  short 
one  person  and  we're  going  back  and  trying  to  recreate 
history  which  is  both  costly  and  time-consuming." 

On  a  similar  note,  Selectman  Hardy  noted  that  he 
spoke  with  Town  Moderator  Bob  Francis  earlier  in  the 
week,  and  he  is  still  concerned  about  accommodating  the 
turnout  at  the  September  29  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Acushnet  Elementary  School. 

"(The  auditorium)  can  only  accommodate  about 
700  —  maybe  750  people,"  Selectman  Hardy  said.  "I 
talked  with  (Mr.  Francis)  about  possibly  moving  the  non- 
voters  to  an  adjacent  room  ...  and  setting  up  an  intercom 
or  speaker  system.

with  Mr.  Francis  on  making  any  necessary  arrangements 
to  prepare  for  the  possible  high  voter  turnout  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting.

said.  "If  a  department  head  signs  off  on  a  line  item,  they 
cannot  request  additional  funding.  It's  very  clear  in  the 
by-laws.  If  a  department  head  goes  out  and  spends  $100 
but  the  bill  is  only  $90  and  the  transfer  is  not  authorized, 
then  the  town  is  not  liable  for  the  difference  ...  someone 
has  to  eat  that  $10." 

BPW  Chairman  Kenneth  Souza  noted  that  this 
request  goes  back  to  a  discrepancy  about  one  month  ago 
as  to  who  should  sign  the  bills  for  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW)  and  whether  such  authorization 
should  require  the  signatures  of  all  board  members  or  just 
the  DPW  Superintendent.  "The  BPW  wants  to  review  all 
bills  before  they  go  to  (the  Town  Accountant)  for 
payment,"  Mr.  Souza  said.  "We're  working  on 
establishing  a  payment  policy  right  now  ...  we  intend  to 
pay  all  our  bills." 

"That  policy  should  be  submitted  in  writing  to 
(Mr.  Coutinho)  and  the  members  of  the  BPW,"  Chairman 
St.  Jean  said. 

Mr.  Coutinho  agreed  that  he  was  willing  to 
accommodate  whatever  policy  the  BPW  agrees  to  in 
authorizing  payments  and  transfers  for  bills.  "I'll  agree  to 
anything  as  long  as  it's  in  writing,"  he  said.  "Just  make 
sure  that  your  memo  is  very  specific  that  if  you  sign  off  on 
a  bill  to  authorize  payment,  you  are  not  going  to  change 
your  mind  later  on." 

"I  think  the  BPW  needs  to  set  their  financial 
policy  and  stick  to  it,"  Selectman  Koczera  agreed.  "And 
you  need  to  have  the  BPW  and  the  financial  department

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The  In  &  Outoi  homo- 
phobia is  examined  in 
hilarious  new  comedy

■  In  &  Out.  Starring  Kevin  Kline  and  Joan  Cusack. 
Directed  by  Frank  Oz.  Running  time:  100  minutes. 
MPAA  rating:  PG-13.  At  Cinema  8  at  the  North 
Dartmouth  Mall. 

When  Tom  Hanks  accepted  his  Oscar  for  Philadelphia 
and  thanked  his  gay  high-school  drama  teacher,  he  surely 
had  no  idea  he  was  planting  the  seed  for  1997's  best 
comedy.  Hanks'  heartfelt  homage  to  his  mentor  —  who 
was  already  "out"  and  retired  —  is  recreated,  and  given  a 
fiendish  twist,  at  the  beginning  of  In  &  Out.  Howard 
Brackett  (Kevin  Kline),  a  beloved  high-school  teacher  in  a 
sleepy  Indiana  town,  is  watching  the  Oscars  along  with  a 
billion  other  people.  His  former  student,  the  hot  young 
movie  star  Cameron  Drake  (Matt  Dillon),  wins  Best  Actor 
and  singles  out  Howard  in  his  acceptance  speech  —  and 
also  outs  him.  Howard's  fiancee  (Joan  Cusack),  students, 
and  parents  are  shocked  —  they  had  no  idea  Howard  was 
gay.  Then  again,  neither  did  Howard. 

In  &  Out,  sharply  written  by  comic  genius  Paul 
Rudnick  (Jeffrey,  the  Addams  Family  movies),  is  a  gentle 
and  knowing  comedy  about  stereotypes  that  also  reclaims 
and  embraces  stereotypes.  A  man  who  adores  Barbra 
Streisand  and  moves  with  grace!  Oh,  the  horror!  The 
movie  suggests  that  it  isn't  gay  people  that  scare  many 
homophobes  —  it's  gay  style.  If,  for  example,  Howard 
were  an  openly  gaylumberjack  who  loved  football  and  the 
Three  Stooges,  his  fellow  Hoosiers  might  shrug.  He'd  be 
gay,  but  at  least  he'd  be  manly. 

But  no,  Howard  is  one  of  those  is-he-or-isn't-he 

fuys.  He  teaches  poetry.  He  gets  into  fights  over  whether 
entl  was  a  disappointment.  He  talks  with  his  hands  (and 
his  wrists)  and  can't  help  surrendering  to  a  disco  beat.  Yet 


he  vehemently  denies  that 
he's  gay  —  after  all,  he's 
due  to  be  married  in  a 
week!  (Yes,  married  to  a 
woman  who's  going  nuts 
from  three  platonic  years 
with  Howard.)  So,  is  he  or 
isn't  he?  Put  it  this  way: 
The  movie  would  have 
little  point  if  it  were  a 
feature-length  retread  of  the  famous  Seinfeld  outing 
episode  (not  that  there's  anything  wrong  with  that  — 
except  that  it's  been  done). 

Howard  is  hounded  by  the  media,  including  openly 

fay  reporter  Peter  Malloy  (Tom  Selleck  in  a  suave  turn), 
veryone  wants  to  know:  is  he  or  isn't  he?  Presumably,  the 
town  will  rest  easier  once  they  know  one  way  or  the  other. 
If  Howard  is  gay,  he  hasn't  even  come  out  to  himself,  if  not, 
he's  a  feminine  celibate  whom  everyone  thinks  is  gay 
anyway.  He  can't  win.  Kevin  Kline,  a  great  comedian,  nails 
Howard's  confusion,  despair,  and  embarrassment  —  but 
never  shame.  Howard  learns  to  accept  his  identity  — 
whatever  that  may  be. 

Paul  Rudnick  has  written  scenes  that  will  go  down  as 
classics.  The  "Exploring  Your  Masculinity"  session  is  a 
riot,  and  the  clips  from  Cameron's  oh-so-PC  gay-soldier 
epic  To  Serve  and  Protect  are  viciously  funny.  Frank  Oz,  a 
solid  actor's  director  who  knows  how  to  stay  out  of  the 
way  of  a  great  script,  keeps  things  moving  up  to  the 
triumphant  finale,  which  spoofs  Spartacus  as  well  as  Dead 
Poets  Society. 

And  there's  superb  support  from  Bob  Newhart  as 
Howard's  stammering  principal,  Debbie  Reynolds  and 
Wilford  Brimley  as  his  parents,  and  especially  the 
formidable  Joan  Cusack  as  Howard's  fiancee,  who's  so 
bewildered  she's  borderline  psychotic.  In  &  Out  is 
somewhat  safe  and  hetero-fnendly  in  the  Hollywood 
tradition  of  The  Birdcage  —  though  it  does  dare  to  show  two 
men  in  a  prolonged  smooch  —  but  it's  still  the  freshest, 
wittiest  comedy  in  a  long  time.
